E know a good man who

mium on a considerable life insur- 
ance policy and bought some Gov- 
ernment of Sweden bonds. 

This man is a type of many a 
Catholic who knows in his heart 
that he ought to help spread his 
faith but is always finding an ex- 
cuse to get out of this religious 
duty, as he does out of others. 


Of course it is hard to make 
men realize a need. Nothing 
shocks us in these days. The 
daily paper reeks with crime, sac- 
rilege, and dire calamities. Con- 
tradictory reports follow one an- 
other in quick succession, and as 
most of the misery recorded does 
not affect our own immediate 
neighborhood, we fail to respond. 
Or, if we have some stirring of 
the heart, we are tempted to get 
behind the excuse that there is so 
much to be done, we don’t know 
where to turn. So we _ look 
straight ahead, as‘ the priest and 
the Levite did, when they passed 
the stricken traveler on _ the 
Jericho road. 

This is not the case, however, 
with all. There are readers of 
Tue Frecp Arar who never finish 
its columns without a sigh of ear- 
nest regret that they cannot do 
what their heart prompts and their 
purse refuses. 

We think of one, as we write, 
who is a firm believer in the tithe 
idea and at times goes even 
further. This man reckons among 
his current expenses ‘ten per cent. 
of net income to charity.’ He be- 
lieves, quite properly, that ‘charity 
begins at home,’ but he realizes 
also that it should not be confined 
to those narrow limits. He re- 
members his parish, the diocese to 
which he belongs, the national 
works undertaken by the Church, 
and her world-wide mission. Nor 
does he forget the Church Suffer- 
ing, because his heart is as large 
as his faith is complete and strong. 
Is this you?

RCHBISHOP IRELAND 
says well what he wishes to 
say, and with special pleasure we 





quote from his recent appeal for 
home and foreign missions: 


Wars in Europe have made nearly 
penniless the Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Faith. Countries hereto- 
fore its chief support, are themselves 
reduced to piteous misery and can do 
nothing to replenish its treasury. The 
consequence is that to-day the most 
serious problem confronts the missions 
of the Church in heathen lands—one of 
life or death. To-day, in Asia and 
Africa, in the Islands of Oceania, 
thousands of missioners are on the 
verge of starvation; thousands of mis- 
sionary stations, schools, and asylums 
are in deplorable penury. 


The Catholic Church must not allow 
the pall of death to spread over its 
missions in heathen lands. Those mis- 
sions are its glory, the evidence of 
its divinely-given universality. Some- 
where and somehow the remedy for 
menacing misfortune must be found. 
Catholics in Europe can do nothing; 
Catholics in large-hearted America 
will be the saviour of the Church in 
its missionary work. 

In America we are blest. No war 
shatters our cities or desolates our 
plains. Our harvests are plentiful; 
our industries thrive. Wars in other 
lands bring us even greater prosperity 
than might otherwise have been ours. 
Let us show our gratitude to Almighty 
God by returning to Him, in service to 
charity and religion, a generous por- 
tion of the gifts with which His bounty 
has endowed us. 


Shall we say we have burdens of 
our own—missioners of our own to 
support, churches to build, works of 
religion and charity to uphold? True 
this may be; true it is. But shall we 
see only ourselves and our limited 
confines, when elsewhere the Church 
of God is in suffering? When extraor- 
dinary needs arise, shall we be in- 
capable .of extraordinary sacrifice? 
The foreign missions of the Church 
must be safeguarded; unless we do 
our part, they will perish. What else 
shall we say, but that our part will be 
done—done cheerfully and generously? 


We shall look soon for an as- 
pirant apostle from the Archdio- 
cese of St. Paul.

HE Archbishop of Toronto, 
who has been in actual mis- 
sionary service and whose apos- 
tolic spirit no one acquainted with 
His Grace will question, has been 
quietly stirring the Catholic con- 
science of Canada. A recent let- 
ter from Archbishop McNeil, pub- 
lished in the Catholic Record, of 
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London, has brought from the 
zealous editor of that excellent 
paper a long editorial from which 
we quote: 


The letter of His Grace, Archbishop 
McNeil, deserves careful reading and 
rereading. If it were written by a 
Protestant, its record of inexorable 
facts would point, perhaps, a desir- 
able moral. Coming from the Catho- 
lic Archbishop of Toronto, it points a 
moral none the less useful for being 
unpalatable. 

The Catholics of Canada are not 
doing their duty in the matter of for- 
eign missions. There may be much to 
excuse them, but we are not now con- 
cerned with excuses. Protestants are 
acting with a noble generosity which 
should not so much put us to shame as 
arouse us to a generous emulation. 
The Archbishop notes that “such re- 
sults (among Protestants) have been 
reached only by dint of many years’ 
hard work in urging people to give for 
missionary enterprises.” We Catho- 
lics have shirked that hard work. It 
is completely beside the question to 
argue that Catholic missions show 
better results. It is making an ex- 
cuse for meanness of what should be 
a greater incentive to generous giv- 


ing. 

The Catholic Church is for all time 
and for every people, tribe, and tongue. 
We Canadian Catholics have been 
busied about many things, many neces- 
sary things, perhaps; but these things 
we should have done and not left 
foreign mission work undone. 


The Record itself does not need 
stimulation on the subject of for- 
eign missions. It woke up to the 
need and the opportunity some 
time ago and has been steadily 
pushing the Catholic idea in its 
columns, following with special 
interest the work of Fr. Fraser (a 
native of Toronto), in China. 

That fruit is sure to come may 
be realized by this paragraph, 


taken from the editorial alluded to’ 


above: 


One of the most touching evidences 
that the seed is falling on good ground, 
was contained in a letter from a’ boy 
or youth who inquired what he should 
do in order to devote his life to the 
Chinese missions. He did not sign his 
name. We shall be glad to hear from 
him and give him all the information 
possible, if he will write again and 
give his address. 

God’s blessing on the generous lad! 
He may yet be a priest of God, bring- 
ing peace and light to those who sit in 
darkness and the shadow of death. 


I am the Resurrection and the Life: 
he that believeth in Me, although he 
be dead, shall live.

At Our Corporation Meeting. 


UR Society Corporation met 
recently at the residence of 
Cardinal Farley, to listen to the 
yearly report. The meeting was 
held in the Cardinal’s library and 
His Eminence presided. Bishop 
Hayes was with us and Monsignor 
Dunn, always interested, acted as 
secretary. Two laymen, the Hon- 
orable Victor J. Dowling and Mi- 
chael Maginnis, Esq., with the 
Seminary representative, com- 
pleted the circle. 

An exact account of receipts, 
expenditures, and investments was 
read and accepted, and all present, 
except ourselves, expressed satis- 
faction and special approbation. 
Our readers will be interested in 
this summary: 


Since our last report, the additions 
and alterations on the Seminary (main 
building) have been completed, a new 
altar and vestry installed, and other 
necessary furnishings procured. An 
electric laundry has been set in the 
basement. St. Michael’s and St. Tere- 
sa’s have been shingled and painted 
outside (and to some extent, inside). 

Two extra hen-houses and a brooder 
have been added to the poultry yard, 
which has been enclosed with wire 
fencing. The barn has received an 
addition for implements, also a silo 
and cow-yard. The barn and silo have 
been painted. 

The live-stock has been increased, 
and we now have enough milk and 
butter for ordinary consumption. We 
have also procured a yoke of oxen. 

Tile drains have been set in the land. 
An Artesian well has been sunk and 
connected with the water-main, so that 
we now have two supplies, one of 
which will be discontinued. 

Fire protection is still inadequate but 
better than it was a year ago. We are 
well supplied with extinguishers in all 
departments, and the new water-main 
has been tapped for outside connection 
at two convenient points. 

A large apple orchard, covering 
about six acres, has been removed and 
the ground prepared for a rotation of 
crops. 

The Vénard Apostolic School at 
Scranton doubled in numbers. At 
present we have eleven students. We 
had planned to secure a permanent 
home for this school by the coming 
fall, but at present we cannot see our 
way to do so. We shall, in all prob- 
ability, bring the students to Maryknoll, 
to remain for at least a year. 

We have seven complete burses, one 
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of which is not yet operative. Twenty- 
seven other burses are being gradually 
accumulated and towards these we 
have received $14,730.16. 


We said above that all the mem- 
bers of our corporation except 
ourselves were well satisfied with 
our report. We were not well 
satisfied, because we were some 
$12,000 behind our receipts of the 
previous year, and—we have 
much to do. We were satisfied, 
however, that we had tried as hard 
as the year before, and besides, 
the full receipts, nearly $49,000, 
accumulated mostly from small 
gifts, gave conclusive proof that 
many good hearts, yielding to the 
inspiration of Divine Providence, 
are beating warmly for our work. 

The falling-off was due to three 
causes, two of which we can con- 
trol. The remedy for the third— 
“the times ””—is in God’s hands. 


Last year we published for our 
readers the main items of our re- 
port and we found that these were 
noted with interest. We do so 
again.

A GLIMPSE OF THE NEW KEN- 

RICK SEMINARY, AT ST. LOUIS. 

Under the inspiration of the 
faculty, a missionary society, 
formed last year, has begun a 
series of illustrated lectures to 
extend over five or six years. The 
aim is to “acquaint and interest 
students in the whole field of the 
Church’s present-day missionary 
activity.” 

This year it will present a gen- 
eral outline of home and foreign 
missions, after which it will par- 
ticularize. For the general out- 
line it will secure information and 
slides “from the different mis- 
sionary societies, as Church Ex- 
tension, Foreign Mission College, 
Indian and Negro Bureau, Propa- 
gation of the Faith, St. Peter Cla- 
ver Sodality, etc.,” the students act- 
ing as lecturers. Four introductory 
lectures have already been given, 
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the first, by a member of the 
faculty, on Rome, the Source and 
Centre of the Church’s Missionary 
Activity, the second, by a local 
pastor, on The Holy Land, the 
First Scene of Apostolic Labors, 
the third, on Prayer as a Means 
of Propagating the Gospel, and 
the fourth, by a member of the 
faculty, on St. Vincent, the Home 
and Foreign Missionary. 
Preparations are already being 
made for the next scholastic year, 
for which six lectures are being 
written by Fr. McKay, on the poor 
missions of the South, and six 
others by a Seminary priest in 
China, on the missions of that 
country. The lectures will be il- 


lustrated, and sets of slides will 
later be rented out at low rates, 
the alumni of Kenrick Seminary 
having first option.

Wanted i in Ireland. 


N admirable little magazine, 
St. Joseph’s Sheaf, is prod- 
ding Catholic Ireland gently but 
persistently. In one of its latest 
issues it declares that “ sending 
priests to America and_ the 
Colonies may be useful and even 
necessary, but it can never inspire 
Catholics with the sort of mis- 
sionary zeal which is so strong 
among French, Belgian, German, 
and, we may add, English Catho- 
lics.” 
The writer commends England 
for her foreign mission seminary 
and continues: 


_Treland must do more; she must 
give of her best; she must give of her 


own faith, and this can only be by giv- ° 


ing of her blood—not necessarily by 
shedding that blood, for the days of 
persecution in the Far East are now 
ended, in all probability forever. But 
the sons of Ireland must dedicate their 
life-blood, the very grit and fibre of 
their being, to spreading the knowledge 
of Christ. 

Faith grows, not by guarding it and 
keeping it to ourselves but by spending 
it and being spent oneself in the proc- 
ess. It is the old, old lesson, as old as 
the Cross, which is the emblem of our 
Faith. If necessary, leave America 
and the Colonies alone—they can al- 
ways be in some sort provided with 
yriests—but don’t forget the pagans. 


Or rather, this should be done and the 
other not left undone. ; 

The wonderful thing is that. America 
is now in the field with her new Catho- 
lic Foreign Mission Society, founded in 
New York under the inspiration of the 
Papal Delegate and all the American 
Hierarchy, chiefly with a view to help- 
ing China by sending to her American 
priests trained in America. Does not 
Ireland count America as her daughter 
in the Faith? Let her take care that 
her daughter does not outstrip her in 
the race. Verbum sap.

Paris Seminary Almost 


Empty.

distressing, was the Jan.-Feb. 
number of the bulletin published 
by the Foreign Mission Seminary 
of Paris. We had heard that the 
famous Seminary had closed and 
we were grieved at the news, be- 
cause to this Seminary we owe 
much inspiration and encourage- 
ment. We record the following 
announcements made by the Sem- 
inary authorities. 
More than 200 apostolic workers 
have left their fields of action. 
One hundred and three students have 


answered the call to arms. 
Already several of our missioners 


and students have been killed by the 


enemy. Among them are three of 
whose death we know with certainty. 
Six others have been reported dead, 
on seemingly good authority. 

On Jan. 17th, 18 members of the 
Society were reported wounded. 

The students of philosophy have 
been brought from Biévres to Paris, 
and counting both communities, we 
have only eleven students left at Paris. 
Most of these are due to leave for the 
missions in 1916.

Fr. Hopfgartner is an Austrian, 
and he says: 


It seems to be criminal nowadays to 
be German, although no one can con- 
trol the circumstances of his own birth. 
Until now I have managed to keep my 
temper under control. I hope that no 
difficulties will be raised in Borneo, be- 
cause I long to go back to my mission 
and to bury my bones there. 

[We fear that Fr. Hopfgartner will 
receive treatment similar to that of 
his fellow-priests, the Mill Hill Aus- 
trians in India, who, at the latest ac- 
count, were in prison. Borneo is under 
British protection. Ed.]. 


PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


_ We were instrumental in send- 
ing some Mass intentions to Bish- 
op Foley lately. In his reply the 
Bishop writes: 

I have sent fifty of these ‘intentions’ 
to the Belgian Fathers, who are in 
dire straits, as you may suspect, on 
account of the European War, for they 
are entirely deprived of the help their 
good friends in the old country used 
to give them in Masses and donations. 
But they are a fine body of men and 
are making no complaint, but waiting 
with the patience of the true missioner 
for the better days which the Master 
of the Vineyard surely has in store 
for them. 


From New York, something 
over two years.ago, a Franciscan 
missionary nun went to the Philip- 
pines. We hear from her occa- 
sionally, and through the kindness 
of a Boston friend we once man- 
aged to send her a harmonium, 
such as we ourselves used until 
last Holy Saturday, when a real 
organ unexpectedly arrived. 

Mother Mary of the Visitation 


is a French woman, who did not 


live long in this country, but she 
is still serving the Church of the 
United States in our possessions. 
She writes: 


Here the harvest is indeed white, 
for though the older people show a dis- 
heartening indifference on the subject 
of religion, there is an opportunity to 
do great good among the young boys 
and girls. Some _ English-speaking 
priests have accomplished magnificent 
results among the pupils of the High 
Schools, organizing sodalities and 
forming religious processions, to the 
great astonishment of the Protestants. 

The rising generation wants English 
and nothing else. Have we _ not, 
among our pupils, big girls, seventeen, 
eighteen and nineteen years old, who 
have returned to school in order to 
learn English? You cannot imagine 
how much the Filipinos love your 
language. They even prefer to study 
the catechism in English, rather than 
in their own tongue, although often 
they do not understand a word of what 
they say. If, then, you have any small 
pamphlets in English, which you do 
not know what to do with, you may be 
sure they will be very welcome in the 
Philippines. 

I am glad to tell you that the little 
harmonium is giving us_ excellent 
service. Now our pupils sing for 


Benediction, but at other services we 
must still endure the violins, which are 
to us a real penance.

FROM ENGLISH-SPEAKING 
SISTERS. 


An unusual opportunity is en- 
joyed by some Sisters of Charity 
in China, one of whom writes: 


By a marvelous intervention, we 
have been asked to visit the pagan 
orphanage here, and we are reaping a 
big harvest of infant baptisms. The 
sick, the dying, and the healthy are all 
huddled together—about three hundred. 
They are really starved, for if they do 
not die quickly enough, they are re- 
fused food and even drink. If any by 
chance escape death, they are sold, 
when eight years old, as slaves, but 
only a few live. 

I spend as much time as I can in this 
orphanage and under the very shadow 
of the idols I give many a passport 
into Heaven. I will send up Mary- 
knoll’s intentions by some of these 
little angel messengers—they are safe 
ones ! 


A few months ago we published 
a letter from a Sister in Shanghai, 
who was looking for English 
books, to be installed in the paro- 
chial library of that city. The re- 
sult may be noted in what follows: 


I had about five replies, and though 
I have already acknowledged each in 
particular, I want to thank all these 
friends again through your hospitable 
columns. And perhaps—let me whisper 
it low—perhaps some one else may 
think of us, if they hear us mentioned. 

We are getting on, but very slowly. 
Books are expensive and hard to get 
out here, but they are thoroughly ap- 
preciated by our readers and we feel 
that we must not let their interest flag, 
as it will, if we do not keep our shelves 
full. 

Since we opened, about a year ago, 
we have circulated between three and 
four thousand books. That sounds 
grand, but it doesn’t mean we have all 
that number—far from it. We have, 
perhaps, a thousand, counting English, 
French and Italian volumes. But we 
are like the C. F. M. S. of A. in at 
least one particular. We can grow and 
we mean to. 
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Some of our readers will re- 
call the picture of a Franciscan 
convent in Manchuria, which ap- 
peared in a recent issue. It was 
hardly more than a hovel, but the 
good Sisters who live there seem 
to be undaunted by the more 
than ordinary difficulties with 
which they are surrounded. The 
Superior, Mother Marie Agnelle, 
writes: 


We have installed a little dispensary 
in our hut by putting up paper parti- 
tions, and from morning till night we 
are busy caring for the sick. In two 
months we have had two baptisms— 
one an infant and the other an old 
pagan at the point of death. We are 
very happy at this beginning, and we 
hope that the more we are known, the 
more good we can do. 

The quarter where we live is so bad 
that the missioner has advised me 
never to go to sleep without having 
a loaded revolver at my side. And 
this is not a useless precaution, for a 
few days ago a bandit threw himself 
on our carriage as we were going 
through the street in broad daylight. 
It was only by striking him with our 
fists and by screaming, that we suc- 
ceeded in getting away. The crowd 
in the street did not offer us any help, 
but stood by and laughed. 

We are eager to have a small hos- 
pital where we can keep the dying 
and baptize them. How many souls 
we could thus save! We have at pres- 
ent no medicines and we treat our sick 
with holy water. It is impossible to 
receive anything from France during 
this terrible war. But we do not fear; 
God is watching over us. 


Sister Mary Angeline (Mary 
Donovan) writes from Canton: 

As you know, our Reverend Mother 
has gone to Canada. We had hoped 
to have her back with us before this, 
but as yet no word has come announc- 


ing her return and we are resigning - 


ourselves to continue to be orphans. 
However, we shall not go around with 
long faces, but will try to fill the void 
left by our Mother’s absence, by doing 
all in our power to make others happy. 

The accompanying card will show 
you something of what we were able to 
accomplish last year. The greater 
number of the children whom we bap- 
tized are now rejoicing among the 
angels. All that leave this “vale of 
tears”—and it is certainly such for 
these poor children—are charged with 
the intentions and necessities of our 
benefactors. 

But Satan is working hard against 
us. He is not happy that he is slowly 


yet surely losing ground here where a 
few years ago he reigned unmolested. 
I beg your prayers that each member 
of our little community may conquer 
him at every turn, may snatch many 
souls out of his grasp, and may never 
cease to combat bravely and joyously 
to win followers of the Cross. 


An idea of what a small Amer- 
ican community of religious wom- 
en could do in China may be 
gained from the following figures, 
sent to us by Sister Mary Ange- 
line:

Sr. O’Sullivan—you remember 
the name—has been ‘moved’ again. 
She writes this time from St. 
Mary’s Hospital, Shanghai: 

Since last you heard from me, I 
have, by the ups and downs of life, 
been cast once more into the ways of 
civilization, embodied in electricity, 
tram-cars, and telephones! I am 
night-watch in this rather extensive 
hospital, which is chiefly for Chinese,

men, women, and gehen Me in- 
cludes also a small building for prison- 
ers, with three warders always in 
charge. Even there the Lord makes 
out His account and I baptized one of 
the men lately—a poor, dying consump- 
tive. Altogether I’ve had four bap- 
tisms since I came. This is not bad 
for a night Sister, as of course the 
usual thing is to have as little risk as 
possible for the night. I shall also 
have chances in the dispensary, where 
I am on duty in the mornings. 

You would be amused to see me on 
my rounds with my Chinese woman, 
who speaks enough French—and I 
enough Chinese—to set us completely 
at loggerheads when there is anything 
of consequence to explain. We have 
a police whistle to use in case of neces- 
sity, and the warders make a turn round 
the grounds when they change guard. 
For the rest, Francika and I carry the 
burden alone. She diverts herself now 
and again by chasing the cats, which 
are legion, while I gaze on the walls 
of the two cemeteries, one im the gar- 
den and one just outside, and wonder 
how pagan ghosts can be so quiet. 
I expect their time is well filled down 
below! It is a good thing, because the 
garden would give them a big space for 
their devilment and we are obliged to 
pass through part of it, besides being 
on open verandas nearly all the rest of 
the time. Fresh air is plentiful, and 
when the ‘wee droppie’ of rain comes, 
we get our share. But there was lots 
of rain in Ireland, God bless it!

Patricia had been tardy; Pat- 
ricia had failed in Arithmetic; 
Patricia had blotted the composi- 
tion that was being prepared for 
exhibition! So many misde- 
meanors in one short afternoon 
had given Miss Nellis ample op- 
portunity to hold the child up as a 
horrible example to her class- 
mates, and she had not failed to 
use it. 

At last five o’clock sounded 
from a neighboring church-tower. 
As if moved by the same mecha- 
nism that controlled the relentless 
timepiece, Miss Nellis spoke. 

“You may go now, Patricia, 
but remember to bring your head 
to school with you to-morrow.” 

The child rose. Unshed tears 
choked back the “ good-night ” she 
so much wanted to say, and si- 
lently she made her way out 
through the gloomy corridors to 
the street, already whitened by 
the fast-falling snow. 

It was a bitter night. Patricia 
drew her thread-bare coat more 
closely about her and stopped for 
a moment to examine her almost 
soleless shoes. A smile flickered 
on her face, as she murmured: 

“Never mind you now, Patsy 
pet! Next week your fayther will 
buy you a warm coat and shoes 


and mittens and a candle for the 
Lily of Israel and her missions, 
and sweets.” Such was the fruit- 
less promise held out to her, week 
after week, by the shiftless, good- 
natured parent to whose keeping 
God had confided her. 

Then, with fingers curled up in 
her coat-sleeves, she hurried 
along, filled with thoughts of her 
dream-possessions, unmindful of 
all, till she heard a familiar voice 
at her side. 

“ Did she keep you all this time, 
Patricia? I’ve been waiting for 
you. Here are some mittens, and 
some bread with raisins in it. It’s 
great! My mother made it.” 

Patricia stopped short, her face 
flushed with injured pride. Israel 
was her dearest friend, but he had 
never before offered her food and 
clothing. Indignantly she turned 
on him, but the great, dark eyes 
of the Jewish boy held no pity, 
only a sympathy that conquered 
her at once. 

She slipped the mittens on and 
took the proffered dainty, the first 
food she had tasted since morning. 

“Thanks, Israel,” she _ said 
smiling. ‘“ The devil had me for 
a minute, but the Lily of Israel 
stepped on him, so”—and she 
stamped her little foot to show 
him just how it happened. 

The boy laughed. He didn’t 
understand it, but Patricia was 
different, anyway, and said lots of 
things he couldn’t fathom. 


Three years before, a child of 
ten, she and her father had drifted 
with a crowd of other immigrants 
into the neighborhood. Most of 
the Irish had since moved away, 
but John O’Hara, having found 
in this Jewish quarter a corner to 
nest in, had no mind to move, so 
long as he could pay the rent for 
their solitary chamber. Israel 
knewof their dire poverty—every- 
body did, for that matter, since 
John O’Hara’s tongue was never 
quiet, and all wondered how so 
fair a flower as Patricia could 
bloom away from the sun. 

Lovely to look upon, she was 
always sweet, gentle, and kind, 
and none ever heard a word of 
complaint pass her lips. They felt 
that there must have been better 
times, but there was an indefinable 
something about Patricia that for- 
bade inquiry into her life. 

To-night, however, the barrier 
was broken and Israel had his first 
glimpse of the soul destined by 
God to bring him to the Light and 
to spend itself for the salvation of 
others. 

“In the singin’ days—that’s 
what I call the old days back home 
in Ireland,” she said—‘“ we had 
a plenty, Our cottage was among 
green hills, and there were birds 
and brooks, and happiness all day 
long. And there never was a 
mother like mine. She had gold 
in her hair and heaven in her eyes 
and laughing in her voice, and 
even better than me she loved the 
Lily of Israel—the Mother of 
Jesus, you know—and she gave 
me to her when I was a wee baby 
and begged her to send me to the 
Chinese missions. She loved the 
Chinese and wanted to go to them 
herself, but her fayther made her 
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get married...And then she died. 
But she left the love in me, Israel, 
and when I am big and me fayther 
doesn’t need me, I’m going away 
off to save souls.” 

The boy was silent. He hardly 
knew Patricia in this strange talk 
of hers, and when she offered to 
show him the ‘Lily of Israel,’ he 
let himself be led up the narrow, 
dark stairs to Patricia’s home, a 
single room, cheerless and bleak at 
any time, but to-night bitterly 
desolate. 

The girl lighted the little lamp 
and held it before an exquisitely 
chiseled small statue of Our Lady 
—Mrs. O’Hara’s ‘Lily’—the only 
treasure left untouched by the 
father. Israel was conscious of 
its beauty, and, boy that he was, 
as he looked at Patricia, he felt 
that something divine lighted her 
face and made of the miserable 
abode a sanctuary. And he knew 
too, now, that Patricia O’Hara, in 
all her poverty,-held a happiness 
he had never seen. 

* * * 

Many years had passed, and 
Patricia O’Hara’s dreams had 
been realized. The far-off Chi- 
nese mission had felt the magic of 
her touch and the souls she led to 
God and to the feet of the Virgin 
were marked with her own rare 
sweetness and grace. 

It was towards the close of sum- 
mer. The American mail had just 
come and the convent was astir, 
for that always brought something 
for the Sisters. Among other let- 
ters there was one for Patricia, 
from a stranger. She opened it 
eagerly and read: 

Dear Patricia—Sister Bernadette, 
they tell me I should say, but let it be 


Patricia for to-day—At last, after long 
searching, I have found you out, and 


before the lifting of the veil, which is 
close at hand for me, I wish you to 
know that Israel, your childhood 
friend, has entered the Fold. How 
often have the stories of the “ singin’ 
days” come to me! How often has 
your Lily, the Lady of Grace, spoken 
to me through memories of you and 
thoughts of you at your work in 
heathen lands! Now that my proud 
heart has yielded, I wish you to share 
the joy with me, and I know you will 
offer to Our Blessed Mother this soul 
for whom you told me, when we parted, 
your little Chinese would pray. See 
what they have done! Behold a hater 
of Christians, the slave of Christ! 

God has dealt bountifully with me, 
and I beg you to let the enclosed of- 
fering, my first gift to His Church, 
express in a small measure the grati- 
tude I owe you all.

Patricia might well have sung 
her Nunc dimittis. She was silent 
for a time, as memories flooded 
her soul.

We ourselves are the remote cause 
of these explosions, but the actual 
culprits are a couple of hard- 
working sons of Naples, who have 
been drilling holes and juggling 
with dynamite.

In the Basement—a printing- 
plant, not extensive but with room 
to develop. 

This is what we are being 
pushed, by necessity, to start as 
soon as we can get ahead with our 
burses. 

And who will occupy the new 
building? The first floor, entered 
from the street, will accommodate 
for several hours of each week- 
day, the clerical workers from St. 
Teresa’s, a few hundred feet 
away. It will also provide office 
room for the ‘editorial staff’ of 
THE FIELD Arar. The two upper 
stories, reached by a separate en- 
trance and hallway, will be given 
over, for the scholastic year of 
1915-16, to the Vénard Apostolic 
students,—and this brings us to 
our next chapter.
